DETROIT — Inside labor th ey say th at a 
national union secretary -treasurer is one wh o 
would marry Elizabeth Tay lor for h er money . 
Th ere must be ex ceptions. One is th e one 
man wh irlwind, Emil Mazey . As United Amo 
Workers union secretary -treasurer, h e sits on 
a cash flow of h undreds of millions of dol'ars 
and rarely surfaces because 
th ere are alway s th e intricac­ 
ies of running th at union’s 
vast mech anisms as second-in­ 
command. 
But now th e 54-y ear-old Ma­ 
zey , one of th e y oungest of 
th e truly influential national 
labor ch iefs, is surfacing rap- 
ki'y . Walter Reuth er desper­ 
ately h ard h it by broth er Roy ’s 
death , is off on a long vac« - 
v ic to r 
b i « m i 
tion at h is Fort Mvers, Fla., h ome. 
Walter was far closer to Roy th an to broth er 
Victor. It was Roy wh o sat in on major speech 
writings, on strategy and political operations. 
Walter is suffering ph y sically , mentally and 
spiritually . 
Th us Mazey swiftly becomes a man th e na­ 
tion sh ould know well. For th e union's gargan­ 
tuan mach inery is in h is h ands as it was for al­ 
most a y ear wh ile Walter and Victor were sh ot 
and brutally injured by th e underworld some 20 
y ears ago. 
Not only did Mazey sign th e first Ford con­ 
tract in ’41, h e also wrapped up th e first cost- 
of-living escalator and annual improvement fac­ 
tor clauses with General Motors in ’48. But h e 
is up front now for a reason oth er th an h is dis­ 
bursement of some $50 million in strike benefit 
pay ments and h is d i r e c t i o n of th e UAW's 
sprawling assets. 


HE NEVER LETS HIS financial operations 
get in th e way of a tough figh t. And h e’s in for 
a running battle with one of th e tough est infigh ­ 
ters in th is nation—AFL-CIO president George 
Meany . Mazey h as just dispatch ed an acrid 
four-page letter to Meany denouncing th e man 
wh om President Joh nson now calls “Mr. La­ 
bor.” 
TTiis missive in Mazey ’s ex plosive retort to 
Meany ’s ch arges th at th e Nov. 11 Ch icago La­ 
bor Leadersh ip Assembly FOR Peace was con­ 
ceived by a committee in Hanoi. 
Since Mazey was th e dy namo, albeit a q uiet- 
purring one, wh o sparked th is meeting, and oth ­ 
ers scon to be h eld across country , h e wrote to 
Meany in language wh ich h ad more needles 
th an a “h atch ery of porcupines.” 
"I’m against th e war,” h e said wh en we 
lunch ed th e oth er day , "but th at doesn’t mean 
th at Meany can paint me as a agent of Hanoi. I 
h ave alway s tried to organize my dissent in a 
constructive manner. 
“Once y ou gave th e impression I’m a rabble- 
rouaer. Far from it.” 
He pointed out th at h e h ad, since h is early 
day s, been a rebel but a reasonable one. 
Recalling h is bring-th e-boy s-back h ome cam­ 
paign at th e end of World War II, Mazey said: 
I organized a demobilization meeting of 600 
men of th e h eadq uarters company of Sub Base 
“R” in Batangas. th e Ph ilippines. We raised 
$600 in January to send cables to President Tru­ 
man and key congressional leaders protesting 
th e slowdown on demobilizaton. On Jan. 6, 1946, 
I organized a rally of 4,000 officers and men at 
Sub Base 
‘R" with th e permission of th e base 
commander. We raised $6,000 wh ich we used 
for cables to President Truman and every Sena­ 
tor and Congressman concerning th e demobili­ 
zation problem.” 


THEN MAZEY organized a committee of sol­ 
diers, met with th e th en Secretary of War Pat­ 
terson in January ’46 and not only protested th e 
slowdown in th e demobilization of th e army but 
also argued against reinstituting close-order 
drills and lectures on such matters as “cleaning 
and care of weapons.’’ Th e late Secretary Pat­ 
terson listed and ended th e drills and lectures. 
Th ough th e nex t two decades Mazey consist­ 
ently was a direct actionist. He took th e leader­ 
sh ip of die labor contingent opposed to Presi­ 
dent Joh nson's Vietnam policies. At th e Novem­ 


ber assemblage, h e decried th e violence o! 
some peace advocates. 
Someh ow th ose words were lost to th e record. 
Th ey sh ould not be: 
“Th e purpose of dissent is not to disagree or 
to become disagreeable. Th e purpose cf dissent 
must be to ch ange ex isting policies th at wc be­ 
lieve to be wrong. 
“Th ere are th ousands of well-intentioned peo­ 
ple . . . wh o oppose our government’s policy in 
Vietnam. Unfortunately , th eir meth od of protest 
is based on emotions and not logic and th eir ac­ 
tions are h urting th e cause of peace and 
strength ening tlrse forces wh ich want to ex tend 
and escalate th e Vietnam War. 
“I believe th at th e march on th e Pentagon, 
Che burning of American flags, th e burning of 
draft cards, th e carry ing of Viet Cong flags, 
sit-ins at draft boards, th e demonstrations and 
disturbances at injunction centers, play into th « 
h ands of th e h awks. . . . 
“We must carry on our dissent in an effort to 
ch ange policies we believe to be wrong in an 
intelligent and constructive manner th at can 
win converts . . .” 


RECALLING THESE WORDS, Masey said 
th ey h ardly were th e wrods of Hanoi. He means 
to open h is dialogue with Meany wh enever and 
wh erever h e could. Wh at w:uld th is do to th e 
relationsh ip be /een th e giant 1.5 million mem­ 
ber UAW and th e 14.3 million member AFL- 
CIO? 
It means, Mazey asserted in blunt tones, th at 
th e UAW would pull out unless th e AFL-CIO 
reacted favorably to such demands as th e build­ 
ing of a $250 million national labor strike fund; 
or th e raising of a $90 to $100 milli n organizing 
war ch est; or th e opening of its leadersh ip 
councils to th e kind of dialogues Reuth er h ad 
been suggesting; or driving into th e h eart of 
th e big cities with new action plans on a ccm- 
munity level to h elp th e working poor. 
It Is all a matter of timing now. But th e ch al­ 
lenge won’t be dropped. Not if Emil Mazey , th e 
UAW’s second-in-command, can h elp it. 
He’s going for broke—ph ilosoph ically , th at is, 
not financially . 


Through the Years

Th e President’s Commission cn civil disorders 
is not likely to be bound by o r di na r y 
budgetary -political limits wh en, around March 1 
it drums out an ex pected list of h ard-nosed re­ 
commendations. 
Th is does n t mean th ese proposals will carry 
some massive overall price tag, th ough rough 
cost estimates may be attach ed to certain ma­ 
jor items. 
It does mean th e commission, currently en­ 
gaged in composing its recommendations, is not 
going to sh rink from say ing flat out wh at it 
th inks needs to be done-regardless of ultimate 
cost. 
Th ere is no convincing evidence th at Presi­ 
dent Joh ns'n h as tried so far to soft-pedal th e 
commission's efforts and keep th eir coming re­ 
commendations with in tigh t fiscal confines. 
Th e bipartisan makeup of th e group and th e 
presence on it of such tough -minded members 
as May or J:h n Lindsay of New York and Sen 
Fred Harris of Oklah oma are considered gocd 
insurance th at th e commission will produce a 
report free of presidential pressure. 
One of die surprises on th e commissi'n 
ha s 
been Atlanta Police Ch ief Herbert T. Jenkins 
He is seen by some members as th ough tful, 
pungent, independent-minded and q uite with out 
automatic pro-police bias in critical dicussion of 
disorder. 
Already In near-final sh ape are th e commis­ 
si'n report’s first two major sections—one an 
account of wh at h as h appened in th e cities, th ? 
oth er th e “wh y ” of it. 
A member privately describes th ese sections 
as sh arp, dramatic, sure to h it th e American 
public between th e ey es. 
He ex pects th e recommendatoins section t> 
match th ese, and adds: 
“Th ere h as never been a commission report 
like it.” 
Th e commissi'n gave up th e idea of putting 
out an “interim” report and th en a final ver­ 
sion. Its March 1 deadline for its single smash 
document is being pressed for in full awareness 
th at a tardy report could come too late to 
h ave any h oped-for dampening effect on possi­ 
ble racial outbreaks in mid-1968 . 
Very possibly , too, th e commission’s recom­ 
mendations will not be labeled “long-range” and 
“sh ort-range.” 
TTiose members wh o th ink th eir work will be 
useless if th ey do not h ave almost a sh ock im­ 
pact believe vital force may be dissipated if 
th ey brand th eir sweeping objectivs 
’long- 
range.” 
Th eir h ope, th erefore, is th at current deliber­ 
ations will produce a series of no-nonsense pro­ 
posals on jobs, h ousing, sch ools and th e like 
wh ich th ey can say sh ould be fulfilled at th ° 
earliest conceivable moment. 
On sch ools, th ey evidently h ave not y et found 
th e dramatic key th ey want. 
In h ousing, a loud call for open occupancy 
seems almcst certain. 
On jobs, th ey are faced now with finding 
someth ing even more telling th an th e Presi­ 
dent’s already announced program for training 
500,000 h ard-core unemploy ed (mostly Negroes) 
in th ree y ears with industry ’s co operation and 
a first c:st of $2.1 billion. 
Wh atever th e big goals it sets in th ese and 
oth er fields, th e prospect is, h owever, th at th e 
commission at th e same time will list a h ost of 
more limited objectives wh ich can be ach ieved 
q uickly by eith er ex ecutive action or immediate 
new legislation. 
Th ese, presumably , would fall with in present­ 
ly realizable budget levels. But th ey would be 
offered not as palliatives just to ease ex plosive 
urban pressures. 
Th e aim would be to offer th em as an “ear­ 
nest of intent” to strike for th e big objectives 
now rath er th an in some dimly foreseen, frus- 
tratingly far-cff future.
